THE PAT»E CASE. 


The day is approaching when oil mon- 


opolies and raihoad companies, and 
those who rely upon mere twenty-dollar 
pieces, will not ba permitted to arbitrar- 
ily select representatives to the Senate 
of the United States. The Tribune's 
Washington correspondent says that the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections Las secured important evi- 
dence in the Payne case, and an inves- 
tigation will be had. The main points 
of the evidence are: First—That when 
the Legislature was about to assemble 
Col. Olher H. Payne and Mr. Thompson 
of the Standard Oil Company and John 
HuntiDjjton went to Columbus with

Second—That ex-Congressman David 
II, Paige carried to Columbus §65,000 
in currency, which was used for the 
same purpose. Third-Thai John K. 
McLean of Cincinnati contributed $100,- 
000 to the Senatorial campaign in Col- 
xanbos. Fourth—That u prominent and 
well-known Democratic office-holder was 
offered, first, an office, second, $1,000; 
third, $2,000; and fourth, any sum he 
might name, ou condition that the legis- 
lators would vote for Payne in the Sen- 
atorial caucus. Fifth—That a member 
of the Legislature, whose vote had been 
solicited and obtained by Payne's Cin- 
cinnati supporters for a consideration, 
claimed $5,000 for his reward—a snm 
larger than they were willing to pay— 
and that a bitter controversy was the 
result. It is understood that Little and 
Butterworth assured the committee that 
reputable witnesses will be forthcoming 
to sustain the foregoing charges.
